How to Fatten Chickens. 


We clip the following on fattening 
fowls from the Boston Journal of Chem- 
istry -— 

It is hopeless to attempt to fatten 
chickens while they are at liberty. They 
must be put in a proper coop ; and this, 
like most other poultry appurtenances, 
need not be expensive. To fatten twelve 
fowls, a coop may be three feet long, 
eighteen inches high, and eighteen inches 
deep, made entirely of bars. 
solid—neither top, sides or bottom. 


No part 
Dis- 
cretion must be used, according to the 
size of chickens put up. They do not 
want room; indeed, the closer they are 
the better—provided they can all stand 
up at the same time. : 

Care must be taken to put up such as 
have been accustomed to be together, or 
they will fight. If one is quarrelsome, 
it is better to remove it at once, as, like 
other bad examples, it soon finds imita- 
A diseased chicken should not be 
put up. 

The food should be ground oats; and 
may either be put in a trough or on a 
fiat board running along the front of the 
coop. It may be mixed with water or 
milk—the latter is the better. It should 
be well soaked, forming a pulp as loose 
ascan be, provided it does not run off 
the board. They must be well fed three 
or four times a day — the first time as 
soon after daybreak as may be possible 


tors. 


or convenient, and then at intervals of 
Each meal should be as 
much and no more than they can eat up 
clean. When they have done feeding, 
the board should be wiped, and some 
gravel may be spread. 
to feed and thrive. 

After a fortnight of this treatment you 
will have good fat fowls. If, however, 
there are but five or six to be fatted they 
must not have as much room as though 
there were twelve. Nothing is easier 
than to allow them the proper space; as 
it is only necessary to have two or three 
pieces of wood to pass between the bars 
and form a partition. This may also 
serve when fowls are put up at different 
degrees of fatness. This requires atten- 
tion, or fowls will not keep fat and 
healthy. 

As soon as the fowl is sufficiently fat- 
ted, it must be killed; otherwise it will 
not get fatter but will lese flesh. If 
fowls are intended for the market, of 
course they are or may be all fatted at 
once; but if for home consumption, it is 
better to put them up at such intervals 
as will suit the time when they will be 
required for the table. 

When the time arrives for killing, 
whether they are meant for market or 
otherwise, they should be fasted without 


four hours.

The Great Balloon Ascension. 


Professor Wise, the eminent aeronaut, 


proposes to make a ballon trip to Europe, 
as soon as he can complete the necessary 
arrangements. His theory is that at a 
sufficient height above the surface of the 


earth, he will find a region of atmosphere 


which is not affected by the currents be- 


low, or in other words, that the stratum of 


air he hopes to reach is not affected by 


the revolutions of the earth from east to 


west, and remains stationary, so to speak, 
while the whole earth and the lower at- 
mosphere with it revolves under it. In 
his balloon he hopes to arrive at this still 
region, and as the earth will pass below 
him in its revolution, be will drop down 
when the other continent comes below 
bim in the earth’s course. The Grapfic 
newspaper, of New York, describes 
balloon which is building for voyag 
There will be two balloons, the larg 
318 feet in circumference, 100 feet in di- 
ameter, asd 110 in height, which, with 
the keel of the life-boat, will make a 
height of 160 feet. The great balloon 


will require 4316 yards of unbleached 


sheeting in its construction, and eight 


miles of sewing, in which over 10,000.- 
000 stitches will be taken. The net work 


will be composed of three-strand tarred

rope known as “ marline,” 500 pounds of 
which will be used.

Sect. 4. Whenever a complaint is made toa 
sealer of weights and measures under oath, by 
any person that he has reasonable cause to be- 
lieve that any scale, weizhtor measure used in 


|the sale of any commodity within the city or 
town is incorrect, the sealer shall go to the} 


place where such scale, weight or measure is, and 


test and mark the same according to the result} 


of the test applied thereto, and if the same be 
incorrect and cannot be adjusted, the suid sealer 
shall attach a notice thereto certifying the fact, 
and forbidding the use thereof until the same has 
been made to conform to the authorized stand- 
ard. Any person using any scales, weights or 
measures after a sealer of weights and measures 
has demanded permission to test the same, and 
bas been refused such permission, shal! be lia- 
ble to the same penalties as if he had knowingly 
used a false scale, weight or measure. 

Secr. 5. All scales, weights and measures 
that eannot be made to conform to the standard, 
shall he stamped “‘Condemned” or “CD.” by 
the sealer of weights and measures; and no per- 
son shall thereafter use the same for weighing or 
measuring any commodity sold or exchanged, 
under the penalities provided in the case of the 
use of false weights and measures. 

Sect. 6. Every sealer of weights and meas- 
ures shall receive such compensation for his ser- 
vices as may be fixed by the city or town within 
which he is appointed, and no fees shall be 
charged for any official duty he may perform. 


Sect.7. Every city and town shall, within 


jthe first ten days of January and July in each 


year, advertise the several sections of this act. 
by publishing them in some newspaper printed 
in such city or town, or by posting them up in 
one or more public places therein.

Plowing Pastures. 


A correspondent of the Maine Farmer 
advocates from experience the frequent 
plowing of pastures for the purpose ol! 
renovating them and increasing their 
product. He says: 

* Most any of our pastures plowed up 
and seeded down will bear a ton of feed 
to the acre. And a five acre lot will, in 
four years, yield twenty tons. Now,

rived in the ante-chambers, the master 


of ceremonies introduced him, and at- 
tended me while the Secretary of State 
went to take the commands of the King. 
While I stood in this place, where it 
seems all the ministers stand upon such 
occasions, always attended by the master 
of ceremonies, the room was very full of 
ministers of state, bishops, and all other 
sorts of courtiers, as well as the next 
room, which is the King’s bed-chamber. 
You may well suppose, I was the focus 
of all eyes. I was relieved, however, 
from the embarrassment of it by the 
Swedish and Dutch ministers, who came 
to me and entertained me with a very 
agreeable conversation the whole time.— 
Some other gentlemen whom I had seen 
before, came to make their compliments 
to me, until the Marquis of Carmarthen 
returned, and desired me to go with him to 
his majesty. I went with his lordship 
through the levee room, into the King’s 
closet. The door was shut and I was 
left with his majesty and Secretary of 
State alone. I made three reverences ; 
one at the door, another about half way, 
and another before the presence, accord- 
ing to the usuage established at this and 
all the northern courts of Europe, and 
then I addressed myself to his majesty in 
the following words : 

“ Sire, the United States have appoint- 
ed me Minister Plenipotentiary to your 
majesty, and have directed me to deliver 
to your majesty this letter, which contains 
the evidence of it. It is in obedience to 
their express commands that I bave the 
honor to assure your majesty of their 
unanimous disposition and desire to culti- 
vate the most friendly and liberal inter- 
course between your majesty’s subjects 
and their citizens, and of their best wishes 
for your majesty’s health and happiness, 
and for that of your family. The anpoint- 
ment of a minister from the United States 


or, in better words, the old good nature, 
and the good old humor,” between peo- 
ple, who, though separated by an ocean 
(and under different governments) have 
the same language, a similar religion, a 
kindred blood. I beg your majesty’s 
permission to add, that although I have 
sometimes before been instructed by my 
country, it was never in my whole life in 
a manner so agreeable to myself. “ The 
King listened to every word I said, with 
dignity it is true, but with apparent emo- 
tion. Whether it was my visible agita- 
tion, (for I felt more thanI could ex- 
press,) that touched him, I cannot say ; 
but he was much affected, and answered 
me with more tremor than I had spoken 
with, and said; “ Sir; The circumstances 
of this audience are so extraordinary, the 
language you have now held is extrem- 
ly proper, and the feelings you have dis- 
covered so justly adapted to the occasion 
that I not only receive with pleasure the 
assurance of the friendly disposition of 
the United States, but Iam glad the 
choice has fallen upon you to be their 
minister. 1 wish you, sir, to believe, and 
that it may be understood in America 
that I have done nothing in the late con- 
test but what I though myself indispensa- 
bly bound to do, by the duty which I 
owed my people, I will be frank with you. 
I was the last to conform to the separa- 
tion ; but the separation having become 
inevitable, I have always said, as I now 
say, that I would be the first to meet the 
friendship of the United States as an in- 
dependent power. The moment I see 
such sentiments and language as yours 
prevail, and a disposition to give this 
country the preference, that moment 
I shall say, let the circumstances of 
language, religion and blood, have their 
Idare not say that 
these were the King’s precise words, 
and possible that I may 
have, in some particulars, mistaken his 
meaning ; for, although his pronunciation 
is as distinct as I ever heard, he hesita- 
ted sometime between members of the 
same period. indeed much 
affected, and I was not less so; and, 
therefore, I cannot be certain that I was 
so attentive, heard soclearly and under- 
stood so perfectly as to be confident of all 
his words, orsense. This I dosay, that the 
foregoing is his majesty’s meaning, as I 
then understood it, and his own words, 
as nearly as I can recollect them. The 
King then asked me whether I came last 
from France ; and upon my answering in 
the affirmative, he puts on an air of 
familiarity, and, smiling, or rather laugh- 
ing, said “ There is an opinion among 
some people that you are not the most 
attached of all your countrymen to the 
manners of France.” I was surprised at 
this, because I thought it an indiscretion 
and a descent from his dignity. I was a 
little embarrassed, but, determined not to 
deny the truth on the one hand, nor lead 
him to infer from it any attachment to 
England on the other, I threw off as 
much gravity as I could, and assumed as 
much gaiety, and one of decision, as far 
as was decent and said, “ That opinion, 
sir is not mistaken ; I must avow to your 
majesty, I have no attachment, but to my 
own country. The King replied as quick 
as lightning, “ An honest man will never 
have any other.” The King then said a 
word or two tothe Secretary of State, 
which being between them,I did not 
hear, and thenturned round and bowed 
to me, as is customary with all Kings 
and princes when they give the signal to 
retire. I retreated, stepping backwards 
as in the etiquette; and, making my last 
reverence at the door of the chamber, I 
went to my carriage.” 

John Adams lived in troublous times. 
He was atrue patriot, and served his 
country in many important offices with 
great fidelity. He was a Federalist of 
the first water, and it is reported that 
when his son J. Q. Adams had somewhat 
departed from the principles of the 
Federal party, his father relished it so 
little, that, when it was announced to him 
that his son was chosen President of the 
U. S.,John Adams replied “ That is no 
pleasure to me.” 

Political lying was never carried to 
greater perfection, and party spirit was 
never more rampant than in the days of 
John Adams and Thomas Jefferson. The 
political pot boiled when Andrew Jack- 
son was elected President, but it was ten 
fold hotter in the rage between the 
Federalists and Republicans ofthose days.

Some, Farm and Garden. 


Dried Sweet Corn. 


The canning of corn cannot be suc- 
cessfully done in families, but dried corn 
is nearly as good if properly done, and 
can be bad by all. The excellence cf 
this depends quite as much upon the 
time of picking, as upon the method of 
curing. If too old, no process of dying 
will make it tender and savory. The 
ears should be plucked in the milk, their 
best condition for eating when fresh.— 
With a sbarp knife split the rows of 
kernels, and cut from tbe cob. Spread 
in iron pans and place in the oven to 
drive off a part of the moisture. Stir 
well to keep from burning, and when 
thoroughly heated, spead upon sheets in 
the sun to dry. It must be thoroughly 
dry when put away, and must be kept in 
a dry place. Another method is to boil 
the fresh picked corn five minutes, then 
split the kernels and cut from the cob, 
and spread in the sun to dry. It is good 
cooked as a vegetable in winter, and still 
better made with Lima beans, or even 
common beans, into succotash. “ Sub- 
scriber,” Bloomfield, Iowa, boils the corn, 
cuts the grain one half off, and scrapes off 
that which remains attached to the cob. 
The drying is done in a shall box, cover- 
ed with a hot-bed sash, set sloping to 
catch the sun. 


For Canning Fruit. 


We use mostly glass cans, knowing} 
they are the cheapest and best—cheapest 
because the cost at first is but little more 
than for tin ones, and they can be used 
for a succession of years just as good as'| 
at first, while tin cans can be used with 
safety but one year. The glass cans are 
better, because we can see every day 
just how the fruit is keeping ; and if any 
show signs of not keeping good we can 
use them first. We often hear people 
say, if the top of the fruit in the cans 
molds, it is asign the fruitis keeping 
good. It is trvoe that after the fruit molds 
and forms a thick, solid coating over the 
fruit, the fruit will not ferment or work, 
as it is often called, but the flavor of the 
fruit is injured very much. I think ita 
better way to cook the fruit just enough 
to beat it boiling bot all through; put 
in the cans while hot and seal. We 
think frvit of all kinds retains its natural 
flavor better without adding sugar till
